The internees, 
he added, had the right to appeal to 
the Tribunal, presided over by a judge, 
and if they gave certain guarantees 

their cases would be reviewed. 

On June 3rd Mr. Campbell wrote 
to the Premier stating that 140 
internees were still held. The European 
war had ended and, therefore, the 
grounds for their detention had ceased 
to exist. On June 6th the Prime 
Minister replied that he could not 
agree. He added :' “1 would remind 
you that Mr. de Valéra’s Government 
in Eire, faced with a similar threat. 
found itself compelled to adopt 
precisely similar methods, and enforced 
them to an extent and with a rigour 
unknown in Northern Ireland.”
